EDITORIAL 


National Getting Together 


Nature divided the Dominion of 
Canada into two main parts, the di- 
viding line being that stretch of bar- 
ren, rocky country north of Lake 
Superior which separates the fertile 
farms and thriving cites of the East 
from the great expanse of pruirics in 
the West. One of the conditions 
upon which British Columbia agreeu 
to enter confederation was that this 
gap between East and Wesr should 
be bridged by the construction of the 
C.P.R., and in the half century which 
has passed it has been the aim ot 
Canadian statesmen, and the national 
aspiration of the Canadian pcople, 
that a strong, united Canauan nation 
should be built up on this northern 
half of the continent. 

In many ways that aim has been 
realized, A real Canadian sentiment 
has been developed; an equally strong 
attachment to the British crown ex- 
ists cast and west; the development 
of one section has re-acted beneficial- 
ly upon the other section, ‘lhere is 
today a pride in Canada, and a con- 
fidence in its future, common to all 
parts of the Dominion, 

Nevertheless it does not require a 
man of unusual powers of observa- 
tion, or super-intelligence, to realize 
that a sharp difference of opinion ex- 
ists between the East and West on 
economic grounds, and to some con- 
siderable extent in the radicalness of 
their political views, And it ‘s equal- 
ly evident that these differences of 
opinion are becoming more _ pro- 
nounced, and the resulting division 
between the two sections of the Do- 
ininion is widening, 

It is not the intention of this ar- 
ticle to discuss the causes of this un- 
fortunate difference of opinion, nor 
the merits of the questions in regard 
to which East and West hold antag- 
onistic views and exhibit such a lack 
of sympathy the one with the other, 
It may, however, be necessary to 
mention one or two of these issues 
in order to bring howe to our read- 
ers the point of this and pessibly sub- 
sequent articles, 


First of all, it might jut as well 

Do-

which 
all our people hope for unless the 
gap between East and West is closed 
and until there is developed a closer 
knowledge of cach other, a better 
understanding, a willingness on the 
part of each to carry a fair share of 
the national obligations, and a mutual 
understanding that no one section is 
less loyal than, or inferior to, any 
other section, or that it should be 
called upon to bear more than a just 
and equitable share of the national 
obligations, 


be frankly recognized that the 
minion of Canada will never 
the greatness and prosperity 


There are some things upon which 
the East is inclined to lay great 
Stress, and constantly harp upon, 
which it must forget. There are cer- 
tain Eastern traditions, a certain at- 
titude of mind toward the West, even 
certain policies, which the East must 
not only be willing to have changed 
but must assist in changing, On the 
other hand, there are things which 
the West must remember, conditions 
which they must recognize and to 
some extent at least respect. Neither 
East nor West can have their way in 
everything, nor obtain their desires to 
the full no matter how reasonable 
they may consider them, There must 
be a policy of give and take if Can- 
ada is not to break asunder. All gov- 
ernment is based on compromise, Un- 
less there be compromise, there can- 
not be responsible democratic gov- 
ernment, On the contrary, there 
would be revolution, Evolution, not 
revolution, is the genius of British 
responsible government. 

The main trouble in Canada _ can, 
after all, be traced back to the geo- 
graphical fact referred in the first 
paragraph of this article, the barrier 
erected by nature itself dividing the 
East from the West and making close 
communication of the people difficult 
and exceedingly expensive. Canadian 
development is a constant fight 
against certain natural obstacles The 
natural barricr already referred to 
means heavy expense for railway 
travel, high freight ratés, high tolls 
for telegraphic services, great loss of 
time in maintaining close communica- 
tion, and an cnormous handicap on 
the intermingling of the people East 
and West. 

Inasmuch as a large percentage of 
Western people came originally rom 
the East, and furthermore because 
Western people journey East on 
business and pleasure bent to a far 
greater extent than Eastern people 
come West, the people of this scc- 
tion have a better knowledge of the 
East and Eastern conditions and 
problems than stern people have 
of the West. For this reason, West- 
ern people take a larger, broader 
view of national questions than do 
Eastern people, a statement the truth

Manitoba Seed in France 


Success of Western Canadian Seed 
Wheat on French Farms 

An interesting result of the war has 
been the introduction of the cultiva- 
tion of spring wheat from Western 
Canada in European countries, In 
France far-reaching results are ex- 
pected from the introduction of this 
wheat into that country, 

The report of an inyestigation con- 
ducted by M. Martin, director of the 
agricultural department of Indre-ct- 
Loire, states: In the least: successful 
experiments Manitoba wheat gave 7 
to 11.92 cwt, per acre. Everywhere 
else tle yield varied from 9.54 to 16.72 
cwt,, the average might without ex- 
aggeration be placed at 11.14 per ewt.! 
per acre. These figures are all the 
more remarkable because the average 
yield of winter wheat' is 834 cwt. 
There is no doubt that 1917 was a 
very favorable year--for wheat-grow- 
ing in that district; May and June 
were wet and there was no excessive 
heat in July, In spite of all disad- 
vantages, M. Martin considers Mani- 
toba wheat excellent for Indre-et- 
Loire, Thanks to this new variety it 
will be possible to sow wheat in 
spring which could not be sown in

Speedy Peace 
_Necessary 


General Maurice Says .War Within 
Ten Years Impossible 


Washington, — Gen. Sir Frederick 


Maurice, former director of British 
military operations, who is here on a 
lecture tour, declared that, while he 
thought peace should be completed 
speedily, he did not belicve extensive 
military operations would result from 
the Bolsheviki movement in Hungary 
and elsewhere, Europe, he said, is so 
exhausted that a war of magnitude! 
within the next ten years is impos- 
sible, 

The Hungarian  situation,in the 
opinion of Gen, Maurice, is “a move- 
ment of despair dictated by hunger at 
present and uncertainty for the fu- 
ture,” 

“There. must be a stable and pow- 
erful government established in Ger- 
many,” he said, “else the terms we 
will be able to get in the settlement 
of peace conditions will not be worth 
having and there is grave danger that 
Germany will lapse into Bolshevism 
if a decision is much longer delayed. 
Hungary has yielded to the mienace 
and Germany may follow her ex- 
ample if the present conditions of un- 
certainty continue,” 

Gen; Maurice also stated that he 
was surprised to find so much United 
States opposition to the league of 
nations, which he believed would be 
amended and should be adopted in 
some form. 


More Farm Schools 


Government Establishing Three in 
Southern Part of Province 

Edmonton, Alta. — Hon. Duncan 
Marshall, minister of agriculture, in 
an address to the Iegislature, an- 
nounced that the provincial govern- 
ment had decided upon establishing 
three more agricultural schools in the 
southern part of the province and 
that cach school would be situated on 
a demonstration farm, in accordance 
with the custom followed in the past 
by the department of agriculture, 
These three schools and farms will 
be located at Raymond, at Gleichen 
and at Youngstown, 

The minister also announced that 
hereafter the agricultural.schools and 
the farms will be managed as a unit, 
the positions of superintendents of 
demonstration farms being abolished 
and the entire system of schools and 
farms being plaged under the control 
of A, H.. Meyér, superintendent of 
agricultural schools. Likewise the 
position of farm managers will be 
done away with.

Labrador’s Coast 
Swept by Disease 


Epidemic Raged Four Months, Wip- 
ing Out Whole Settlements 

Montreal. — The Montreal 
publishes the following: 

“St. Johns, Newfoundland, March 
26.—By mail to Battle Harbor and 
wireless to this city, comes intelli- 
Gence of shocking tonditions in north- 
ern Labrador, as a result of influenza, 
smallpox and measles, which swept 
the coast during the winter. Earlier 
in they season reports of deaths on 
the southern section of the coast 
showed that over 25 per cent. of the 
natives died. 

“From Gross Wear Bay to Naine 
the epidemic raged for four months, 
carrying off approximately 50 per 
cent, of the inhabitants on that area 
of the coast, At Naine, 40 Newfound- 
landers who wintered on the coast 
for trade ptirposes, died, and over 40 
Esquimaux~ also diced, which repre- 
sents practically the whole popula- 
tion of that settlement, Okak, with 
a population of over 200, is entirely 
wiped out, At Hebron 200 died, leay- 
ing only a remnant of residents at 
that station to dispose of the bodies, 
At the latter place the survivors dug 
a pit, into which they threw them 
without shroud, coffin or burial rites, 
about 100 being disposed of in that 
manner, On the island in the vicin- 
ity of Okak, 15 people who resided 
there for scaling, died. 

“Many outposts which are invaria- 
ably connected with the central mail 
posts, failed to report, and the con- 
clusion is that the whole population 
of these places have succumbed to 
the disease, 

“It is estimated that only 400 in- 
habitants from Gross Water Bay to 
Naine are left alive. The full extent 
of the calamity will not be known 
until the opening of navigation in the 
coming summer, but well grounded 
fears are expressed that the diseases 
which ravaged the south and centre 
area of.the Labrador coast extended 
north, and that the most appalling 
conditions will be disclosed when the 
ice barricr pcrmits investigation. 
Medical aid was unobtainable, and the 
unfortunate stricken people perished, 
as if by the plague.”

Hungary's Revolutionary Army 


Will Be Armed and Fed at Expense 
of State 

Basle, — The new Hungarian goy- 
ernment has begun re-organization of! 
a revolutionary army, to be recruited 
from the organized proletariat and 
the soldiers and workmen now mobi- 
lized, The chief of the Red army, 
reports received from Budapest say, 
is the advisor of the revolutionary 
government, but control of the con- 
duct and organization of the army 
will be in the hands of the people's 
commissionery for military affairs, 

The soldiers will receive 450 crowns 
monthly and will be well equipped, 
armed and fed at the expense of the 
state. Twa.or more soldiers to the 
saine family will get an extra allow- 
ance of fifty crowns a month, and 
those who have dependents will get 
extra pay of 300 crowns every six| 
months, 

The normal value of the Austrian 
crown before the war was 20,3 cents. 


Food Scarce in Barcelona 

Washington, — Advices from Mad- 
rid to the state department said con- 
ditions in that city were quiet, but 
that at Bareclona many arrests had 
been made by the military authorities 
because of refusal on the part of the 
civilians to obey orders. The army 
has comimandeered private automo- 
biles, many shops are clesed, food is 
becoming scarce and great anxiety is 
felt in that city. 


The German Whine 
Over Peace Terms 


— 


Weimar, — Speaking in the na 
tional assembly, Phillip Schiedemann 
the German chancellor, said semi and 
non-official reports were increasing 
that fresh aggravations in the peace 
conditions are expected to be an- 
nounced; that unprecedented gums in 
compensation are to be imposed; that 
wide stretches of purely German ter« 
ritory are to be taken and that crush- 
ing restrictions are to be imposed in 
financial and military matters, 

“Assuredly a large part of these 
alleged conditions are invented,” the 
chancellor continued, “so that by re- 


petition, they will accustom us to 
these unheard of demands and the 
final conditions may seem almost 


bearable to us, They are invented in 
order to create an atmosphere which 
will suffocate protest even against a 
peace of violence. Uur peoples, which 
were ill-treated by the armistice more 
cruelly than by the war, recognize 
this method, A cry, not of a Chau- 
vinist nature, but of the deepest des- 
pair which appeals to the highest 
there is—to the conference of hu- 
manity—is going up throughout Ger- 
many.” . 

Herr Scheidemann sata the pro- 
tests against the alleged conditions 
were due to patriotic fears, The gov- 
ernment knew this loyalty to the em- 
pire was one of the most valuable 
Possessions entrusted to its control 
and would not permit it to be en- 
trenched upon at home or abroad. 
The chancellor appealed to the peo- 
ple to stand together, adding: 


“The so-called radicals of the left 
have no right to protest against a 
period of oppression for we are re- 
sponsible under the treaties of Brest- 
Litovsk and Bucharest.” 


Declaring that Great Britain had 
rejected a proposal to establish an 
international tribunal to investigate 
responsibility for the war, Herr 
Scheidemann said; 

“Even if Germany were responsible 
for all the crimes she is accused of, 
has she thereby lost the right to pro- 
test against fetters which will thrott!s 
her? 

“Spa was worse than Brest-Litovsk 
because Spa shows that it learned 
nothing from Brest-Litoysk.” 


Hungary is Warned 


Mere Socialistic Government Will 
Not Satisfy Autocrat of Red 
Russia pe, 


Copenhagen, — Premier Lenine, of 
the Russian Soviet government, has 
sent a wireless dispatch to Bela Kun, 
the Hungarian minister of foreign 
affairs, asking for guarantees that the 
new Hungarian government is really 
communistic and not merely socialis- 
tic. Lenine warns Kun against imi- 
tating “our Russian tactics in detail.” 

In his message, Lenine says: “Owe 
ing to the peculiar circumstances, I 
am quite certain it would be a mis- 
take for the Hungarian revolution to 
imitate our Russian tactics in detail 
T must warn you against this mise

\Vote to Keep Rhine Territory 


Meetings of Protest in Germany 
Against “Enslaving Peace” 

Paris, — The Prussian national as- 
sembly has voted unanimously against 
the relinquishment by Germany of 
any of the Rhine territory, especially 
the Saar basin, according to Gers 
man dispatches reaching here. ‘The 
advices also tell of meetings of pro 
test’ multiplying in all parts of Gere 
many against what is called an “en- 
slaving peace.” According to the 
Zurich correspondent of the journal 
these manifestations are being or- 
ganized by the government through 
Count von Brockdorff-Rantzau, the 
forcign secretary.

Strength of Britain 


Paris, — Persistent rumors that all 
Europe is on the verge of a financial 
collapse are not justified by the facts, 
a prominent United States financial 
expert, who has been engaged for 
many months in studying the prob- 
lems facing the peace conference, 
said in a statement recently,

be relieved greatly when peace is 
signed and the embargoes lifted, He 
predicted that England will be

$40,000,000,000, the financier added, is 
in a situation comparifig favorably 
with her debt and per capita wealth 
at the conclusion of the Napoleonic 
wars.

000,000, The financler stated that 
only about four billions of the twenty 
billions of dollars invested abroad by 
Englishmen before the war had been 
disposed of. ;

The total value of the exports from 
Canada in 1918 amounted to $1,229,- 
708,244, or about $320,000,000 less than 
the previous year’s value. The de- 
crease was due to a falling off in 
factured products, chiefJy muni- 
tions, owing to the termination of the 
war, and in agricultural products ex- 
ported as compared with 1918, 

With regards to exports of agricul- 
tural products in 1918, there is still 
warehoused in Canada, and available 
for export, a substantial surplus, the 
bulk of which is inthe form of wheat 
and flour. During the period of the 
war and up to the present time the 
Allied governments have taken a 
large proportion of the wheat and 
flour produced in the Dominion. At 
present her chief customer, Great 
Britain, owing to her having a con- 
siderable stock on hand, has placed an 
embargo on imports of these prod- 
ucts, and as the Canadian government 
fixed the minimum price of wheat 
produced in the crop season of 1918 
at $2.24 per bushel, it will be respon- 
sible to the holders of the crop for 
obtaining the price. To meot the situ- 
ation which has arisen, the govern- 
ment has given a guarantee to all 
dealers in grain and to the banks that 
in the event of the overseas Allied 
governments not arranging to pur-

Discontent in Germany 


Confidence in Government Is Being 
Rapidly Undermined 

Paris. — A dispatch from, the U.S. 
legation at Copenhagen, dated Mar, 
11, and addressed to the American 
comunission to negotiate peace, tells 
of the situation in Berlin in part as 
follows: 


“The Amcrican military attache's

resigned his seat. He was provincial 
secretary from 1905 to 1916, 

In 1916, Mr. Hanna was appointed 
food controller for the Dominion 
which position he held for about a 
year when he resigned to become the 
president of the Imperial Oil com- 
panies, the Canadian end of the Stand- 
ard Oil concern, with which he had 
long been identified. Mr. Hanna was 


Paderewski, wife of the pianist and 
premier of Poland, described condi- 
tions in Poland as “pitiful,” and said 
the Polish army was hungry and 
without clothes in zero weather, and 
lacked arms. The letter was dated 
January 28, 


The city of Lemberg was without 
light, water, food, arnfs or ammuni- 
tion, but was constantly bombard- 
ed, Mme, Padercewski wrote. “It is 
defended by women, children and boy 
scouts,” she added, and declared, “our 
enemies commit the most horrible 
atrocities, 


“Some of the women taken prison- 
ers were impaled on pickets,” she 
wrote. “So were also six nuns who 
were then removed and hurled in a 
heap and left to die slowly. Boy 
scouts were-taken and tied together, 
three or four at a time, with barbed 
wire and then buricd alive.” 

Continuing, the premier’s wife as- 
serted the Bolsheviki were burning, 
beheading or freezing Poles to death 
along the border; in Cieszyn the 
Czechs were killing and hanging, and 
“the German army is advancing on

My letter in the “Bassano Mail” in 
regard to the Russian situation has 
apparently stirred up quite a rumpus. 
The “Mail” editor went into spasms, 
while the “Call” editor claims he had 
to reprint same in order to- satisty 
the curiosity of my friends, and now 
comes Mr. Windspear, of Namaka, 
and tells us that this letter has made 
lim very indignant, 

Now, to all my friends and foes and 
to Mr. Winspear in particular, I will 


say, don't get excited or lose any 
sleep on my account for there is no 
danger. I have no intention of join- 
ing the Bolsheviki nor do I intend to 
advocate Bolshevism in Canada, For, 
while it often looks as though we had 
very little democracy here, we still 


have a democratic form of govern- 
ment and whenever conditions be- 
come oppressive to the people at large 
all we have to do is to go to the ballot 
box and vote our own chosen repre- 
sentatives into the government. The 
Soviet government in Russia is now 
being tried out and it is still too soon 
to express any decided opinion on it. 
No doubt many mistakes are being 
made, still it looks as though the 
workers and peasants think it is all 
right as they are ready to defend it 


“I find that there is a great dis- 
crepancy between what my country- 
men expect to hear about Russia and 
what I can tell them. Where one is 
expected to describe scenes of blood- 
shed and riot in the streets of Mos- 
cow and Petrograd I saw: no scenes 
of bloodshed and disorder. The 
extreme shortage of food makes thts 
Somewhat remarkable. ‘hore | was 
only one disturbance in Moscow while 
I was there, occasioned by the murder 
6f Count Mirbach by the Soviet revo- 
lutionists and this disturbance was 
promptly suppressed by the Bolshe- 
viki government.” 

Mr. Ball says further that he has 
been in Samara and on the western 
frontier in Arakhan and the Caucasus 
and from time to time he has been 
in relation with Bolsheviki commis- 
sars and found them well disposed 
and, as a rule, men with a sense of 
responsibility. Mr, Hall says that at 
all points he visited the Bolsheviki 
Sovernment had a well organized 
chain of relief work. I have in my 
possession a bundle of clippings from 
American, English and Scandinavian 
papers, containing statements from 
Englishmen, Americans and Scandi- 
navians who have been in Russia 
since the revolution and these are all 
along the line of those mentioned 
above, But what’s the use? Some 
people are 80 prejudiced that they re- 
fuse to look at both sides of the 
question.

LESSON FOR APRIL 6 — GOD 
THE FATHER ALMIGHTY 
1. God the Creator (Gen, 1:1, 27). 


God was before all things. God the 
uncaused cause is the cause of all 
things. “Before the mountains were 
brought forth, or even thou hadst 
formed the. earth and the world, even 
from everlasting to everlasting, thou 
art God” (Psalm 90:2), The uni- 
verse came into being by the will and 
act of the pefsonal being called God. 
In verse one is enunciated the sub- 
lime philosophy of every right life, In 
the beginning of all science and phil- 
osophy—God; in the beginning of 
every life—God; in the begigning of 
every year—God; in the beginning of 
every day—God; in the beginning of 
every business—God; in the begin- 
ning of every thought, plan and hu- 
man relationship—God.
